Ordinance passed will limit ‘monster houses 


feet and the second floor to something less, de¬ 
pending on the number of linear feet facing the 
side yard on each side. 

Many lots in the Canyon range between 3000 
and 4000 square feet, and the new limitations 
there will restrict first stories to a range between 
900 and 1200 square feet, also with a reduced 
square footage for the second story. 


setback now ranges from 10 to 20 feet from the side 
yard boundary, although the two setbacks may be 
combined and taken on one side only. 

considerably more restrictive proposal for a 
so-called Floor Area Ratio (FAR) Ordinance was 
rejected by the Planning Commission earlier in fa¬ 
vor of the less stringent Ordinance 1066, which is a 
so-called “lootprint” ordinance addressing itself 
only to the amount of land covered by the structure, 
instead of restricting the total number of square 
feet in the structure by a ratio related to the square 
footage of the lot. 


The two new members of the Sierra Madre 
City Council put their votes with the community’s 
prevervationists last week when they joined the other 
three councilmen m approving final adoption of 
Ordinance 1066, mandating lot coverage reduction 
for iwo-story structures. 

riie ordinance i^ aimed at ending the rash of 
so-called “monster houses” being built in the city 
which many residents consider a detriment in neigh¬ 
borhoods with smaller houses and more open 
space surrounding the structure on each parcel. 

rite ordinance reduces the total allowable lot 
coverage for two-story houses from 40 percent to 
30 percent for either new structure or additions of 
second siories to existing homes. 

.-\n additional setback requirement, adopted 
previously, mandates that the second-story side 
yard setbacks be doubled that required for the first 
tloor. Since side yard setbacks range between five and 
10 feet, depending on lot width, the second story

Ex Parte motion for Percell to be continued 


by Percell as “a ploy” to get another attorney from 
a list of legal “all stars” Percell has submitted. 

After numerous legal attempts to obtain ac¬ 
cess to funds from his parents’ estate failed, Percell 
was unable to hire private counselor, Barry Post. On 
Apr. 6, Percell officially refused the counsel of 
court-appointed Mike Duffey. He requested and was 
granted pro per status, the right to defend himself. 

Percell. his feet chained and his hair shorn to a 
buzz cut, appeared in court on Apr. 24 to complete 
the discovery motion. Simms and Duffey had co¬ 
ordinated their case documents, Duffey checking to 
see that he had in his possession all the same papers 
as Simms, before he could sign them over to 


Percell. 

Duffey told the court that he would visit Percell 
in the jail and go through the materials there so that 
Percell would not have to transport the documents 
on the bus. However, Percell stated to the court 
that this was the day (Apr. 24) scheduled for him to 
receive the documents. 

It was then arranged that an appropriate 
place be made available within the courthoust 
where Percell might receive the documents latei 
that morning. 

Percell’s Ex Parte motion could not be rulec 
upon during the day’s proceeding due to th< 
absence of Judge Lee.

On the next scheduled May 3 hearing, the 
Lx Parte motion of Jeffrey Percel will be con¬ 
sidered by Superior Court Judge Charles Lee. 

The Ex Parte motion allows for a co-counselor 
to assist Percell in his defense as he stands trial 
for the murder of his parents, John and Alice 
Percell. The Percells were found shot to death on 
Nov. 16, 1988 in their Sierra Madre home. 

“1 will have to find out what the state of the 
(ex parte) law is right now ,” commented prosecuting 
attorney Edton Simms outside the courtroom. “It 
was upheld during the Rose Bird Court, but it may 
have changed. Simms stated that he sees this motion

Fullerton. 

“1 talked to a lot of people about Jim (McRea) 
and heard all great things. He has a great reputa¬ 
tion.

He majored 
in political science with an emphasis in public ad¬ 
ministration. 

“My wife, Veronica, attended Alverno High 
School here in Sierra Madre and worked summers 
during that time,” Joyce explained. “She’s very 
supportive of my taking this job.” 

Veronica is an administrative analyst for a civil 
engineering firm in Walnut. She is a first generation 
Italian who grew up in Rosemead. They live in

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Where our taxes go 

Where does it all go? 

Many of us have heard at the coun¬ 
ter, when it comes time to add the sales 
tax to the price of the purchase, “Oh, 
yes, the state must get its sharel” Al¬ 
though this is often said to ease the pain 
of paying taxes, the statement reveals a 
common misconception about the dis¬ 
tribution of taxes in California. 

The minimum 6.25 percent rate that 
is applied to taxable sales in fact repre¬ 
sents the combined total of three dif¬ 
ferent rates: 

— 4.75 percent for the State of California 

— 1.25 percent for local governments 

— .25 percent for the temporary eanh- 
quake relief tax (will expire Dec. 31,1990). 

In addition, buyers in many coun¬ 
ties pay an additional .5 percent or 1.0 
percent for one or two special tax dis¬ 
tricts fund local go\emment services such 
tricts fund local government serves such 
as the Los .Angeles County Transporta¬ 
tion Commission.) 

So, you can see that the total rate 
will vary from county to county, from 
a minimum 6.25 percent to the highest 
possible rate of 7.25 percent. 

The interesting point about all of 
this, however, is that the sale and use 
taxes you pay are collected as one rate, 
but when the money is sent to the Board 
of Equalization in Sacramento, it is 
broken up and allocated to different 
funds. 

For example, SI million derived 
from a 6.25 percent rate would be divi¬ 
ded as follows: 

— 475,000 would go into the state’s gen¬ 
eral fund to be used for state-administered 
programs 

— 125,000 would go to cities, counties, 
and redevelopment agencies 

— 25,000 would go into the temporary 
earthquake relief fund. 

Even though paying taxes does not 
fall under the “fun” category for most 
of us, we can see the money is used 
' for many beneficial government pro¬ 
grams and services. So, the next time 
you are tempted to say that the state 
must get its share, try saying, “Oh, 
yes, the state, counties, cities, redevelop¬ 
ment agencies and special tax jurisdic¬ 
tions must get their share!”

gutters (step-up type 
curb as opposed to 
rolled curb) than meets 
the eye. 

Unrecognized by most 
people is the fact that 
curbs and gutters can 
give the local city govern¬ 
ment control over curb 
cuts for driveways, 
etc., which can serve 
as very valuable tools 
for the purpose of 
minimizing or 

reducing the possibility 
of cars parking on front 
lawns, vacant lots and 
so forth. Because rolled 
curbs can be driven over, 
they do not present auto¬ 
mobiles from improperly 


parallel parking 
along the side of the 
road straddling the 
street and the front 
lawn which is deleterious 
to the appearance of any 
neighborhood. 

Contrary to popular 
belief, the most 
beautiful rustic or 
rural road can be en¬ 
hanced by properly de¬ 
signed and constructed 
curbs, gutters and 
drainage. Properly de¬ 
signed curbs and gutters 
give a neighborhood 
definition, clarity 
and an appearance of 
being completed and fin¬ 
ished. 

Because there are so 
many benefits to stand¬ 
ard curbs and gutter 
construction, I hope the 
city and residents will 
avoid experiments, and 
seriously consider using 
standard curb and gut¬ 
ter construction on Orange 
Grove.

“What really irritates 
me,” says Bruce Gill of 
Sierra Madre, drama pro¬ 
fessor at Pasadena 
City College, “are peo¬ 
ple who think acting is 
something that you 
just get up and do.

On the other 
hand, if the question is within the context of 
the reality, the downtowns are living economic- 
entities and do we want to pay the costs 
necessary to stay alive, there are answers to 
be debated. 

Concerns about the nature of technical, 
low interest loans and relocation assistance 
for property owners and business tenants in 
unreinforced masonry (URM) buildings raised 
many questions about what the city and 
Community Redevelopment Agency (CR.A) is 
going to do to help. 

Some specific questions about the demo¬ 
graphic and hoiLsehold income statistics were raised 
during discussion about the general economic 
ability of downtown to support increased re¬ 
tail sales.

— Apr. 13, 1934: Wednesday a snow white lamb 
arrived at the local freight depot, a gift from 
Pres. Hoover from Santa Cruz Ranch to the 
Herbert Hoover Jr. Sierra Madre Estate for his 
grandchildren ... A full two-day mail service 
will be received in Sierra Madre May 1. 

— May 10, 1940: Plans are set to organize 
a Little Theater in Sierra Madre. Bert Wilson 
will direct the plays and plans on giving a series 
during the summer . . . Two books of poetry 
are off the press at the Sierra Madre Printery, 
a book of poems, mostly religious, by Esther 
May Cooper and a book of poetry by Florence 
Eakman. 


— May 12, 1955: Royal Drug, owner Sam 
Perlof, moves to 81 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. from 
17 Kersting Court . . . Carl Hansen, the only 
auto agency in town for 28 years, opened his 
agency in 1937. 

— May 13, 1%5: Mary Wammock had her doll 
exhibit in the park house for the art festival. 
The Sierra Madre Seniors relinquished the build¬ 
ing that day . . . Sierra Madre Senior club 
celebrated Mother’s Day at the Park House. 

— May 8, 1980; The Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Dept, purchased a 1906 vintage hand- 
drawn K & K cart believed to be a replica of 
the hand-drawn cart first purchased by the city 
of Sierra Madre in 1909 along with the 5(X)-ft.
